DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claim 58 is considered allowable because the claim as a whole in 

light of the specification is not taught by the prior art references of record, either alone 
or in combination, particularly the references do not reasonably teach the specifically 
created intelligent agenda that responds to the inputs to the graphical user interface of 
the configuration program to either display only the current title, the preceding title, and 
the following title upon selection of the first display option or display the preceding titles 
subject to the line limitation upon selection of the second display option. 

The dependent claims further add limitations to the allowable subject matter of 
the corresponding independent claims; thus are also allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
